I ntroduction:

This Draft Standard for Trial Use contains the format and establishes the data contents of the Payment
Order/Remittance Advice Transaction Set (820) for use within the context of an Electronic Data Interchange
(EDI) environment. The transaction set can be used to make a payment, send a remittance advice, or make a
payment and send a remittance advice. This transaction set can be an order to afinancial institution to make
apayment to a payee. It can also be aremittance advice identifying the detail needed to perform cash
application to the payee's accounts receivable system. The remittance advice can go directly from payer to
payee, through afinancial institution, or through athird party agent.

Notes:

1. Thistransaction set will be used by the disbursing office to transmit remittance advice to the vendor or
designated third party.

2. The monetary amount in BPR02 should be the sum of all " outer" loop valuesin data element ADX01
and all data element RMR04 amounts, if present. The data cited in data elements BPR12-15 arein
effect, the vendor's Electronic Funds Transfer (EFT) " Remit To" electronic address. The date cited in
BPR16 isthe date used for early discount and late payment calculations.

3. For avendor with a single EFT account, only data elements BPR02 and BPR16 will vary per payment.

4. Military Sealift Command (M SC) uses this transaction set as a Payment Order/Remittance Advice for
containerized, breakbulk, and Government Bill of Lading (GBL) shipments.
